Senate Committee Opposes Aid To Cambodia

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 


Committee has made clear to 
the administration it opposes 
any U. S. arms aid to Cambodia 
despite that embattled nation's 
plea for enough military hard- 
ware to outfit a large army. 


"The committee was virtually 


in agreement and very firmly 


against sending assistance," 
said Chairman J. W. Fulbright, 
D-Ark., after Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers briefed the 
panel behind closed doors 
Monday. 


Agreeing with Fulbright, 


senior Republican committee 
member Sen. George Aiken of 
Vermont said he is sure "the 
President will take into con- 


sideration how this committee 
feels." 


Fulbright and Aiken met with 


newsmen following the 2V4-hour 
session with Rogers. 
The 


secretary left hurriedly saying 
he didn't have time to comment. 


Fulbright quoted Rogers as 


saying the Cambodians had 
made a "very large request for 
equipping a very large army," 


including rifles, trucks, 
half- 


tracks and airplanes — but not 
military personnel.

Five Aircraft Are Lost

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 


Command announced today the 
loss of five more aircraft in 
which 15 Americans died and six 
were wounded, and an ac- 
cidental bombing by U.S. planes 
that killed 10 Vietnamese 
militiamen and wounded 20 
others. 


Eight of the Americans were 


killed 
in 
an 
Army 
UHl 


helicopter shot down Monday in 
the Central Highlands 21 miles 
southeast of Pleiku City. The 
only survivor was wounded. 


Another six Americans were 


killed and two injured early 
today when a twin-engine AC119 
gunship crashed and burned in a 
rice field just after taking off 
from Saigon's Tan Son Nhut Air 
Base. Spokesmen said the cause 
of the crash was under in- 
vestigation, but it appeared that 


the plane developed mechanical 
trouble. 


An OH6 observation helicopter 


crashed Monday while trying to 
evade enemy ground 
fire 


within a mile of the Cambodian 
border^? miles northwest of 
Saigon. Two Americans were 
wounded, a spokesman said. 


U.S. headquarters also made 


a delayed announcement of the 
loss of a medical evacuation 
helicopter last Thursday to 
enemy ground fire two miles 
northwest of the besieged Dak 
Seang Special Forces camp in 
the Central Highlands. 
No 


casualties were reported. But it 
was the ISth American aircraft 
lost at Dak Seang since the 
North Vietnamese laid siege to 
the camp on April l. 


The fifth American loss was 


an Air Force fighter-bomber 
that was hit last Saturday on a 


mission over Laos. 
The crew 


tried to get back to its base in 
Thailand but crashed southeast 
of Khon Kaen, in Thailand. The 
pilot was killed and the copilot 
injured. 


The accidental bombing oc- 


curred Monday afternoon along 
the coastal lowlands. 


"Two U.S. Marine A4 aircraft 


accidentally delivered bombs on 
civilian irregular defense group 
forces while on a bombing 
mission in response to a request 
from ground troops," a U.S. 
communique said. 
"The ac- 


cident is under investigation."

were 32 enemy rocket and 
mortar attacks from 8 a.m. 
Monday to 8 a.m. Tuesday, with 
one American killed and 17 
wounded.

revealed. 


The machines sport powerful 


beams of subnuclear "bullets" 
of a chemical element to 
bombard another element in an 
effort 
to 
produce 
new 


superheavy material. 


But Dr. H . Marshall Blann of 


the University of Rochester told 
in his report how the subnuclear 
beams hold promise in other 
fields. 


"Outside of nuclear physics 


there is great interest in the 
beams for possible applications 
ranging from radiotherapy 
(against cancer and other 
diseases) 
to 
water 


desalmization and purification," 
he said 


The nations involved in the 


race to complete the machies 
are the United States, the Soviet 
Union, France and Germany.

Scientists of four nations are 
rushing to complete powerful 
new atom smashers that may 
prove useful in treating cancer 
and desalting and purifying 
water. 
The devices, nuclear ac­ 
celerators, are designed to 
create 
new 
super heavy 
chemical 
elements 
that 
scientists hope will have many 
practical uses. 
But how these elements are to 
be produced may give science 
bonus benefits in medicine and 
in making salt water drinkable, 
reports at the annual meeting of 
the American Physical Society 
revealed. 
The machines sport powerful 
beams of subnuclear '“''bullets'”' 
of a chemical element to 
bombard another element in an 
effort 
to 
produce 
new 
superheavy material. 


But Dr. H . Marshall Blann of 
the University of Rochester told 
in his report how the subnuclear 
beams hold promise in other 
fields. 
“Outside of nuclear physics 
there is great, interest in 1.1k 
beams for possible applications 
ranging from radiotherapy 
(against cancer and other 
diseases) 
to 
water 
desahnization and purification,” 
he said. 
The nations involved in the 
race to complete the machíes 
are the United States, the Soviet 
Union, France and Germany.

said

appeared 
France’s device, called Allice, 
will probably go into operation 
first, possibly sometime this 
year.

about the disadvantaged. 


Since the vocational needs of 
the people of the State of 
California vary from area to 
area, eleven vocational, areas 
have been established thus far, 
each with its own Advisory 
Committee^. 
In establishing these districts 
such factors as population 
concentration and types of in­ 
dustry and agriculture con­ 
centrated in the area are taken 
into consideration. For exam­ 
ple, the vocational needs of San 
Diego and Imperial counties are 
quite different from those of our 
northern inland counties.

It isn't true that all opportunities have closed for young persons 


wanting to go into business for themselves, a pamphlet put out by 
the National Federation of Business, Inc., assures them. We cling 
to the hope that the same can be said for farming. 


As to non-farming business — business generally — the 


pamphlet doesn't advise anyone to plunge in, but it does point out 
that 60 per cent of all persons employed in private enterprise are 
found in independent business, and that 95 per cent of all business is 
small, and the other five per cent was at one time or another. 


Farming, of course, is something else again. Up until about the 


end of World War n it was assumed that any ambitious and in- 
dustrious boy who wanted to could become a farmer. Country boys, 
particularly, were encouraged to prepare themselves to own and 
manage their own farms. It was already recognized that the young 
farmer would need more than a mule and 40 acres, that he needed 
specialized training to compete in a changing rural economy, and 
mat financing would be an important part of his operation. But it 
wasn't until the post-war years that school counselors began 
steering everyone except sons of farmers and of wealthy families 
away from attempting to become farm owners, advising instead of 
heading for the increasing number of opportunities associated with 
agriculture. 


Today, it is generally assumed that a young man can become a 


farmer only by inheriting a farm — or i least the money to buy 
one. And it takes a bigger farm and more money all the time. Still, 
we cling to the hope that a way of life that has offered so much to so 
many people will not remain a hopeless dream. 


Inefficient fanning cannot survive. Nor should it. But, does 


efficient farming necessarily have to be giant farming? What 
opportunities do associations, cooperatives and custom services 
offer? Can better coordinated provisions for part-time farming and 
part-time employment be worked out. Can there be improvements 
in financing? Because of the beneficial and stablizing social effect 
of a large land-owning citizenry, would it not be worth exploring 
thoroughly? 


Is farming in the United States irretrievably consigned to giant 


corporations and a landed aristocracy. Say it isn't so.

WASHINGTON 
— 
When 


General Motors needed a friend 
inside a secret Senate-House 
conference on the auto safety 
bill, the company turned to a 
man with seven GM plants in his 
district and a pocketful of GM 
campaign contributions. 


The indebted Congressman — 


bland, bookish James Harvey, 
R-Mich., 
— 
performed 


brilliantly for his corporate 
constituent. He torpedoed a 
consumer amendment that 
would have forced the auto 
firms to pay for defect repairs. 


Ever 
since auto safety 


became a headline issue, the car 
companies have generally 
called in their defective models 
and have paid the cost of 
correcting the defects. But 
Senator Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
wanted to make this not only a 
moral but a legal obligation. 


Although he, too, has auto 


plants in his state, he pushed a 
tough auto safety bill through 
the Senate. The House passed a 
weaker bill. The two houses 
therefore sent conferees to a 
closed-door meeting on April 15 
to work out a compromise. 


GM'S BACKSTAGE 


LOBBYING 
The prickliest disagreement 


was whether the auto industry 
should be required by law to fix 
defects under the supervision of 
the Transportation Department. 
This provision upset General 
Motors, which moved quietly 
behind the scenes to soften it. 


GM's general counsel, Ross 


Malone, mailed 
eight-page 


letters to the conferees saying 
the company would go along 
with the forced repair payments 
if it could get "administrative 
due process." These sly words, 
however, could block 
the 


Transportation 
Department 


from moving rapidly to prevent 
auto accidents. 


Backing up Malone was the 


persuasive lobbying of lawyer 
Marcus Hollabaugh in the 
House, and GM's assistant 
counsel Frazer Hilder in the 
Senate. By the time the Senate- 
House conferees were ready to 
go into their huddle, they had 
been gently worked over by 
GM's soft-sell artists. 


Rep. Harley Staggers, D-W. 


Va., the amiable House Com- 
merce Chairman, called the 
conferees together in a sump- 
tuous room in the east front of 
the Capitol building. 


"We are all after the same 


objective — a strong bill," he 
began. 


They moved rapidly through 


amendments agreed on by both 
the GM supporters and the 
safety advocates. Then they 
came 
to Hartke's 
forced 


payments provision. 


"This is a good amendment," 


pleaded Hartke who launched 
into a passionate argument for 
his proposal. 


HARVEY'S OBLIGATION 


"We can't do that, Senator," 


interrupted Harvey amiably, 
"not 
without giving 
the 


manufacturers the right to a full 
hearing. Every one of you have 
gotten a copy of a letter from 
General Motors." 


Then he added a bit plain- 


tively: "I have an obligation 
here." 


The conferees understood, 


sympathetically, that he had an 
obligation to champion the GM 
interests in his district. These 
include GM parts, transmission 
and steering plants and foun- 
dries in Saginaw. There is also a 
Chrysler Marine Division plant 
in nearby Marysville. 


What the conferees didn't 


know is that GM's Saginaw 
executives 
ritually attend 


Harvey's $25-a-breakfast fund- 
raising affairs. Harvey's law 
firm also represents several big 
oil and auto insurance com- 
panies, which are closely af- 
filiated with the auto industry. 


The Congressman claims that 


he receives no income from the 
law firm. He merely keeps his 
name on the door, presumably, 
so he can beat a safe retreat 
back to the firm in case the 
voters should turn him out of 
office 


Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., 


taking issue with Harvey, 
commented tartly that the GM 
plan "will weaken the act. I 
understand that the Department 
of Transportation is very much 
opposed." 


"This would so weaken the act 


that we'd be better off without 
any amendment at all," echoed 
Hartke. Seeing a majority 
against him, he withdrew his 
proposal, but added: "It seems 
to me we should have some 
language saying it is our sense 
that there be free repairs of 
defects." 


"That's fine 
with 
me," 


Harvey said, noting the af- 
firmative nods around the room.

Chinese in Laos — In all the 


furor over the fighting in Laos, 
the press has missed the fact 
that the Chinese also have 
pushed into Laos. A Chinese 
construction battalion, guarded 
by armed soldiers and anti- 
aircraft gun crews, has been 
building a military road from 
China through northern Laos. 
The construction is now within 
20 miles of the Thai border. The 
Chinese have been directing a 
propaganda and infiltration 
campaign against Thailand. It is 
assumed that they intend to use 
the road to funnel supplies to 
their infiltrators. 


Pension Schemes — A famed 


lawyer-economist will tell a 
congressional subcommittee 
today 
that 
pie-in-the-sky 


schemes to invest pension funds 
in social welfare projects may 
only wind up hurting pensioners 
themselves. Since the nation's 
hundred-billion-dollar 
pension 


funds are tax exempt, some 
Congressmen want to compel 
them to invest in the nation's 
sagging housing industry. But 
Roy Schotland, associate dean 
of the Georgetown University 
Law Center, will tell a Joint 
Economic Subcommittee this 
would cause loss of confidence in 
pension funds. The best social 
use for pension funds, Schotland 
will tell the subcommittee, is the 
one for which they were 
designed: to secure income for 
the elderly. 


Tax Returns — Several 


Congressmen have raised a 
howl over presidential trouble- 
shooter Clark Mollenhoff's 
access to income tax returns. 
They discreetly haven't men- 
tioned, however, that Congress 
also has been getting tax returns 
out of the Internal Revenue 
Service. Since the convening of 
the current 
Congress, 11 


requests have been made for tax 
returns by three committees: 
Senate Government Operations, 
House Crime and House Internal 
Security. The two tax-writing 
committees, Senate Finance 
and House Ways and Means, 
have automatic access to tax 
returns. Neither, however, has 
asked to look at any returns for 
the past four years.

Interesting Postscript

A few weeks ago, Henry 


Kissinger appeared at Johns 
Hopkins University to par- 
ticipate in a history seminar as 
he had been begged to do. The 
first question directed to him 
was: "Mr. Kissinger, are you & 
war criminal?" To which he 
gave the answer, "Gentlemen, I 
was under the mistaken im- 
pression that this was an 
academic exercise," picked up 
his briefcase, went out the door, 
and back to the White House 
where, having taught history at 
Harvard, he now makes history. 


Now here is a very interesting 


postscript to that story. It broke 
into the local press what had 
happened, and immediately 
friends and acquaintances took 
to congratulating him, most of 
them stressing the courage he 
had shown. The courage he had 
shown. That is the interesting 
thing. 
"Because," 
Mr. 


Kissinger recently 
remarked, 


"it took no courage whatsoever. 
It was the natural thing to do. 
Why 
do 
people 
think 
it 


courageous to do the natural 
thing?" 


Contrast the Johns Hopkins 


experience with the appearance 
by Senator Edward Kennedy at 
Yale. He had agreed months 
ago to speak about the en- 
vironment before the Political 
Union—appropriately, on Earth 
Day. But the campus at Yale 
was meanwhile seething with 
indignation 
because 
the 


government of the United States 
is presuming to bring 14 Black 
Panthers to trial for allegedly 
having committed murder, and 
the idea is that this is sheer 
persecution of the Black Pan- 
thers, a position one gathers is 
shared by everyone in the area 
except the murdered man. 


Anyway, 
shortly 
before 


Senator Kennedy's arrival, a 
representative of the Panther 
cause announced that, in behalf 
of the Panthers, he desired to 
address the assembly. 
The 


President of the Political Union, 
Mr. Ralph Gerson, reasoned 
that the alternative was a 
disruption of the meeting by the 
militants, so he acquiesced. 


Senator Kennedy arrived, but 


before he was allowed to speak, 
not one but three student 
speakers, all of them un- 
scheduled, addressed the crowd. 


The first two stressed the 


primacy of the Black Panther 
business, 
the 
third 
said 


something about how Puerto 
Ricans resent the draft, or the 
draft resents Puerto Ricans, or 
something. 
Senator Kennedy 


finally rose, said something to 
the effect that the audience was 
wise to have listened patiently to 
the other speakers, deplored the 
alternative of violence (at the 
mention of which the Senator 
momentarily broke kown, which 
any Kennedy is entitled to do in 
the gruesome context of what 
violence has done to the Ken- 
nedys), and did his bit for 
ecology. 


After the main meeting, the 


Senator was scheduled to spend 
a few minutes with the fellows of 
Calhoun College. But his staff, 
not liking the feel of the campus 
situation, simply led him away. 
I hasten to record that he did not 
himself funk the appearance at 
Calhoun—he wasn't even aware 
of it (he told me over the 
telephone). 


Now: by what reasoning is an 


audience assembled to hear 
Jones, required to listen also to 
Smith and to Robinson? 
A 


meeting to listen to a particular 
speaker on a particular subject 
doesn't signify to the cosmos 
that he is thereby insisting on 
the social primacy of what he is 
talking about. He may elect to 
discuss the plight of the beavers 
in Canada. He is not thereby 
superordinating the problems of 
beavers over against, say, the 
problems of ghetto-dwellers. 
Does everybody have the right 
to 
preempt 
an 
audience 


gathered to hear someone else, 
merely because he believes that 
the audience should also listen to 
him? 


How refreshing it would have 


been if Senator Kennedy had 
followed the lead of Mr. 
Kissinger. Irvin Kristol, now a 
professor 
at 
New 
York 


University, tells his classes, 
when disruptive tactics are 
adopted, that he will wait 
around exactly five minutes, 
and reminds the students that it 
is up to them whether they want 
to hear him—he doesn't care: he 
gets 
paid 
either 
way. 


Inevitably, the majority subdue 
the unruly, and the show goes 
on. But with order in the cock- 
pit. 
How much we need the 


restoration of order. And how 
much we need to return to the 
days when a simple insistence 
on order is held to be routine, 
rather than heroic.

who does not stagnate in fear. 
Unfortunately, hospitals and 
medical institutions are in- 
volved with as many intrigues 
and petty jealousies as are 
business concerns, universities 
and sanitation departments 


There is ho real relationship 


between a man's university 
training and the jealousies 
that consume him. In such a 
trap was caught Dr. Batrd, his 
teachings and his forthright 
plea that a holocaust of addic- 
tion was upon us. 


Deaf ears, political inter- 


ference and total disregard for 
his warnings, met this plea 
for an immediate all-out at- 
tack on drugs, their users, 
their peddlers and the immoral 
sources of supply. 


Dr. 
Baird established 
a 


•mall clinic in the heart of the 
drug district, and tried against 
all odds to support his project 
H. A. V. B. M. H« begged, he 


borrowed and somehow found 
enough support to keep the 
project alive and save a few, 
a meager few of the pathetic 
lives doomed by the burden of 
addiction. 


Mine is not a recommenda- 


tion that his method, and only 
his method, is the answer to 
the drug epidemic surrounding 
us. There must be dozens of 
medical, psychological and so- 
cial ways to stem the forest 
fire of drugs that is threaten- 
ing all of us.

warning, and his predictions 
made 15 years ago. I remem- 
ber, too, how his efforts were 
bogged down by those who re- 
fused to admit that a narcotic 
problem existed.

It isn’t true that all opportunities have closed for young persons 
wanting to go into business for themselves, a pamphlet put out by 
the National Federation of Business, Inc., assures them. We cling 
to the hope that the same can be said for farming. 
As to non-farming business — business generally — the 
pamphlet doesn’t advise anyone to plunge in, but it does point out 
that 60 per cent of all persons employed in private enterprise are 
found in independent business, and that 95 per cent of all business is 
small, and the other five per cent was at one time or another. 
Farming, of course, is something else again. Up until about the 
aid of World War n it was assumed that any ambitious and in­ 
dustrious boy who wanted to could become a farmer Country boys, 
particularly, were encouraged to prepare themselves to own and 
manage their own farms. It was already recognized that the young 
farmer would need more than a mule and 40 acres, that he needed 
specialized training to compete in a changing rural economy, and 
that financing would be an important part of his operation. But it 
wasn’t until the post-war years that school counselors began 
steering everyone except sons of farmers and of wealthy families 
away from attempting to become farm owners, advising instead of 
heading for the increasing number of opportunities associated with 
agriculture. 
Today, it is generally assumed that a young man can become a 
farmer only by inheriting a farm — or a least the money to buy 
one. And it takes a bigger farm and more money all the time. Still, 
we cling to the hope that a way of life that has offered so much to so 
many people will not remain a hopeless dream. 
Inefficient farming cannot survive. Nor should it. But, does 
efficient farming necessarily have to be giant farming? What 
opportunities do associations, cooperatives and custom services 
offer? Can better coordinated provisions for part-time farming and 
part-time employment be worked out. Can there be improvements 
in financing? Because of the beneficial and stablizing social effect 
of a large land-owning citizenry, would it not be worth exploring 
thoroughly? 
Is farming in the United States irretrievably consigned to giant 
corporations and a landed aristocracy. Say it isn’t so.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Friend In Congress 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON - When 
General Motors needed a friend 
inside a secret Senate-House 
conference on the auto safety 
bill, the company turned to a 
man with seven GM plants in his 
district and a pocketful of GM 
campaign contributions. 
The indebted Congressman — 
bland, bookish James Harvey, 
R-Mich., 
— 
performed 
brilliantly for his corporate 
constituent. He torpedoed a 
consumer amendment that 
would have forced the auto 
firms to pay for defect repairs. 
Ever since auto safety 
became a headline issue, the car 
companies have generally 
called in their defective models 
and have paid the cost of 
correcting the defects. But 
Senator Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
wanted to make this not only a 
moral but a legal obligation. 
Although he. too, has auto 
plants in his state, he pushed a 
tough auto safety bill through 
the Senate. The House passed a 
weaker bill. The two houses 
therefore sent conferees to a 
closed-door meeting on April 15 
to work out a compromise. 
GM’S BACKSTAGE 
LOBBYING 
The prickliest disagreement 
was whether the auto industry 
should be required by law to fix 
defects under the supervision of 
the Transportation Department. 
This provision upset General 
Motors, which moved quietly 
behind the scenes to soften it. 
GM’s general counsel, Ross 
Malone, mailed eight-page 
letters to the conferees saying 
the company would go along 
with the forced repair payments 
if it could get “administrative 
due process.” These sly words, 
however, could block the 
Transportation Department 
from moving rapidly to prevent 
auto accidents. 
Backing up Malone was the 
persuasive lobbying of lawyer 
Marcus Hollabaugh in the 
House, and GM’s assistant 
counsel Frazer Hilder in the 
Senate. By the time the Senaie- 
House conferees were ready to 
go into their huddle, they had 
been gently worked over by 
GM’s soft-sell artists. 
Rep. Harley Staggers, D-W. 
Va., the amiable House Com­ 
merce Chairman, called the 
conferees together in a sump­ 
tuous room in the east front of 
the Capitol building. 
“We are all after the same 
objective — a strong bill,” he 
began. 
They moved rapidly through 
amendments agreed on by both 
the GM supporters and the 
safety advocates. Then they 
came to Hartke’s forced 
payments provision. 
“This is a good amendment,” 
pleaded Hartke who launched 
into a passionate argument for 
his proposal. 
HARVEY’S OBLIGATION 
“We can’t do that, Senator,” 
interrupted Harvey amiably, 
“not without giving the 
manufacturers the right to a full 
hearing. Every one of you have 
gotten a copy of a letter from 
General Motors.” 
Then he added a bit plain­ 
tively: “I have an obligation 
here.” 
The conferees understood, 
sympathetically, that he had an 
obligation to champion the GM 
interests in his district. These 
include GM parts, transmission 
and steering plants and foun­ 
dries in Saginaw. There is also a 
Chrysler Marine Division plant 
in nearby Marysville. 
What the conferees didn’t 


know is thaí GM’s Saginaw 
executives ritually attend 
Harvey’s $25-a-breakfast fund­ 
raising affairs. Harvey’s law 
firm also represents several big 
oil and auto insurance com­ 
panies, which are closely af­ 
filiated with the auto industry. 
The Congressman claims that 
he receives no income from the 
law firm. He merely keeps his 
name on the door, presumably, 
so he can beat a safe retreat 
back to the firm in case the 
voters should turn him out of 
office. 
Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., 
taking issue with Harvey, 
commented tartly that the GM 
plan “will weaken the act. I 
understand that the Department 
of Transportation is very much 
opposed.” 
“This would so weaken the act 
that we’d be better off without 
any amendment at all,” echoed 
Hartke. Seeing a majority 
against him, he withdrew his 
proposal, but added: “It seems 
to me we should have some 
language saying it is our sense 
that there be free repairs of 
defects.” 
“That’s fine with me,” 
Harvey said, noting the af­ 
firmative nods around the room 
This illustrates how the 
special interests, working 
behind the scenes, often 
override the public interest.

Chinese in Laos — In all the 
furor over the fighting in Laos, 
the press has missed the fact 
that the Chinese also have 
pushed into Lao6. A Chinese 
construction battalion, guarded 
by armed soldiers and anti­ 
aircraft gun crews, has been 
building a military road from 
China through northern Laos. 
The construction is now within 
20 miles of the Thai border The 
Chinese have been directing a 
propaganda and infiltration 
campaign against Thailand. It is 
assumed that they intend to use 
the road to funnel supplies to 
their infiltrators. 
Pension Schemes — A famed 
lawyer-economist will tell a 
congressional subcommittee 
today 
that pie-in-the-sky 
schemes to invest pension funds 
in social welfare projects may 
only wind up hurting pensioners 
themselves. Since the nation’s 
hundred-billion-dollar pension 
funds are tax exempt, some 
Congressmen want to compel 
them to invest in the nation’s 
sagging housing industry. But 
Roy Schotland, associate dean 
of the Georgetown University 
Law Center, will tell a Joint 
Economic Subcommittee this 
would cause loss of confidence in 
pension funds. The best social 
use for pension funds, Schotland 
will tell the subcommittee, is the 
one for which they were 
designed: to secure income for 
the elderly. 
Tax Returns — Several 
Congressmen have raised a 
howl over presidential trouble­ 
shooter Clark Mollenhoff’s 
access to income tax returns. 
They discreetly haven't men­ 
tioned, however, that Congress 
also has been getting tax returns 
out of thu Internal Revenue 
Service. Since the convening of 
the current Congress, 11 
requests have been made for tax 
returns by three committees: 
Senate Government Operations, 
House Crime and House Internal 
Security. The two tax-writing 
committees, Senate Finance 
and House Ways and Means, 
have automatic access to tax 
returns. Neither, however, has 
asked to look at any returns for 
the past four years.

Interesting Postscript

A few weeks ago, Henry 
Kissinger appeared at Johns 
Hopkins University to par­ 
ticipate in a history seminar as 
he had been begged to do. The 
first question directed to him 
was: “Mr. Kissinger, are you a 
war criminal?” To which he 
gave the answer, “Gentlemen, I 
was under the mistaken im­ 
pression that this was an 
academic exercise,” picked up 
his briefcase, went out the door, 
and back to the White House 
where, having taught history at 
Harvard, he now makes history. 
Now here is a very interesting 
postscript to that story. It broke 
into the local press what had 
happened, and immediately 
friends and acquaintances took 
to congratulating him, most of 
them stressing the courage he 
had shown. The courage he had 
shown. That is the interesting 
thing. 
“Because,” Mr. 
Kissinger recently remarked, 
“it took no courage whatsoever. 
It was the natural thing to do. 
Why do people think it 
courageous to do the natural 
thing?” 
Contrast the Johns Hopkins 
experience with the appearance 
by Senator Edward Kennedy at 
Yale. He had agreed months 
ago to speak about the en­ 
vironment before the Political 
Union—appropriately, on Earth 
Day. But the campus at Yale 
was meanwhile seething with 
indignation 
because 
the 
government of the United States 
is presuming to bring 14 Black 
Panthers to trial for allegedly 
having committed murder, and 
the idea is that this is sheer 
persecution of the Black Pan­ 
thers, a position one gathers is 
shared by everyone in the area 
except the murdered man. 
Anyway, shortly before 
Senator Kennedy’s arrival, a 
representative of the Panther 
cause announced that, in behalf 
of the Panthers, he desired to 
address the assembly. 
The 
President of the Political Union, 
Mr. Ralph Gerson, reasoned 
that the alternative was a 
disruption of the meeting by the 
militants, so he acquiesced. 
Senator Kennedy arrived, but 
before he was allowed to speak, 
not one but three student 
speakers, all of them un­ 
scheduled, addressed the crowd. 
The first two stressed the 
primacy of the Black Panther 
business, the third said 
SIMMER DOWN, CHANGE THE WORLD LATER 
MILWAUKEE, WISC., TIMES: “What’s bothering you may be 
making you a dangerous man behind the wheel. Simmer down. You 
can’t change the world for the moment, or the guy whose got your 
dander up. But you can save your own life! ”

In such a 
trap was caught Dr. Baird, his 
teachings and his forthright 
plea that a holocaust of addic­ 
tion was upon us. 
Deaf ears, political inter­ 
ference and total disregard for 
his warnings, met this plea 
for an immediate all-out at­ 
tack on drugs, their users, 
their peddlers and the immoral 
sources of supply. 
Dr. Baird established a 
small clinic in the heart of the 
drug district, and tried against 
all odds to support his project, 
H. A. V. E. N. He begged, he 


borrowed and somehow found 
enough support to keep the 
project alive and save a few, 
a meager few of the pathetic 
lives doomed by the burden of 
addiction. 
Mine is not a recommenda­ 
tion that his method, and only 
his method, is the answer to 
the drug epidemic surrounding 
us. There must be dozens of 
medical, psychological and so­ 
cial ways to stem the forest 
fire of drugs that is threaten­ 
ing all of us. 
l remember Dr. Baird’s 
warning, and his predictions 
made 15 years ago. I remem­ 
ber, too, how his efforts were 
hogged down by those who re­ 
fused to admit that a narcotic 
problem existed. Now, we 
know And still the politicians 
pour out the rhetoric without 
any effort at a constructive 
attack on this great social dis­ 
ease.An outbreak of small-pox, 
Hong Kong flu, or a ship 
stricken by typhoid, brings out 
all the active forces of public 
health officials in an effort to 
protect us from a possible epi­ 
demic. For the epidemic of 
narcotics, m i n d expanding 
drugs, pep pills, buns, goof 
balls and ups and downs, there 
are only reporters’ words and 
television programs that make 
good reading and good listen­ 
ing, but provide little or no 
help for those who are in cry­ 
ing need. Prophets need no 
honor, though they deserve it, 
only asking that their pro­ 
phecies be considered to save 
a single life.• * •

As to non-farming business — business generally — the 
pamphlet doesn't advise anyone to plunge in, but it does point out 
that «0 per cent of all persons employed in private enterprise are 
found in independent business, and that 96 per cent of all business is 
m all, and the other five per cent was at one time or another 


Farming, of course, is something else again. Up until, about 'the 
end of World War II it was assumed that any ambitious and in­ 
dustrious boy who wanted to could become a farmer Country boys, 
particularly, were encouraged to prepare themselves to own and 
'manage 'their1 own farms, It was. already recognized 'that 'the young 
farmer would need more than a mule and 40 acres, that he needed 
specialized training to compete in a changing rural economy, and 
that financing would be an important part of his operation But It 
wasn't until the post-war yean that school counselors began 
steering everyone except sons of firm en and of wealthy families 
away from attempting to become farm ownen, advising instead of 
heading for the increasing number of opportunities associated with 
agriculture 


Today, it is generally assumed that a young man can become a 
farmer only by inheriting a farm — or * least 'the money to buy 
one And It takes a bigger farm, and more money .all the time.. Still, 
we cling to the hope that a way of life that has offered so much to so 
many people will not remain a hopeless dream 


Inefficient farming cannot survive. Nor should it. But, does 
efficient farming necessarily have to be giant farming** What 
opportunities do associations, cooperatives and custom services 
offer? 'Can better coordinated provisions, for part -time farming and 
part-time employment be worked out. Can there be improvements 
in financing** Because of the beneficial and stablizing social effect 
of a large land-owning citizenry, would it not be worth exploring 
thoroughly? 


Is farming in the United States irretrievably consigned to giant 
corporations and a landed aristocracy.

The prickliest disagreement 
was whether the auto industry 
should be required by law to fix 
defects under the supervision of 
the Transportation Department 
This provision upset General 
Motors, which moved quietly 
behind the scenes to soften it. 
GM’s general counsel, Ross. 
M alone, 
mailed eight-page 
letters to the conferees saying 
the company would go along 
with the forced repair payments, 
if it could get “administrative 
due process.”

A few weeks ago. Henry 
Kissinger appeared at Johns 
Hopkins University to par­ 
ticipate in a history seminar as 
he had been begged to do. The 
first question directed to him 
was: “Mr. Kissinger, are you a 
war criminal?” 
To which he 
gave the answer, “'Gentlemen, I 
was under the mistaken im­ 
pression that this was an 
academic exercise," picked up 
his briefcase, went out the door , 
and back to the White House 
where, having taught history at 
Harvard, he now makes history. 
Now here is a very interesting 
postscript to that story. It broke 
into the local press what had 
happened, and immediately 
friends and acquaintances took 
to congratulating him, most of 
them stressing toe courage he 
had shown. The courage he had 
shown 
That is the interesting 
thing. 
“Because," 
Mr. 
Kissinger recently remarked, 
“it took no courage whatsoever 
It was the natural thing to do. 
Why 
do 
people 
think 
it 
courageous to do the natural 
thing?" 
Contrast the Johns Hopkins 
experience with the appearance 
by Senator Edward Kennedy at 
Yale. 
He had agreed months 
ago to speak about the en­ 
vironment before the Political 
Union—appropriately, on Earth 
Day. But the campus at Yale 
was meanwhile seething with 
indignation 
because 
the 
government of the United States 
is presuming to bring 14 Black 
Panthers to trial for allegedly 
having committed murder, and 
toe idea is that this is sheer 
persecution of the Black Pan­ 
thers, a position one gathers is 
shared by everyone in the area 
except the murdered man. 
Anyway, 
shortly 
before 
Senator Kennedy’s arrival, a 
representative of the Panther 
cause announced that, in behalf 
of the Panthers, he desired to 
address the assembly. 
The 
President of the Political Union, 
Mr. Ralph Gerson, reasoned 
that the alternative was a 
disruption of the meeting by the 
militants, so he acquiesced. 
Senator Kennedy arrived, but 
before he was allowed to speak, 
not one but three student 
speakers, all of them un­ 
scheduled, addressed the crowd. 
The first two stressed the 
the Black Panther 
the 
third 
said 


something about how Puerto 
Ricans resent the 'draft, or the 
draft resents Puerto Ricans, or 
something. 
Senator Kennedy 
finally rose, said something to 
toe effect that the audience was 
wise to have listened patiently to 
the other speakers, deplored the 
alternative of violence tat the 
mention of which the Senator 
momentarily broke kown, which 
any Kennedy is entitled to do in 
the gruesome context of what 
violence has done to the Ken- 
nedys), and did his bit for 
ecology 
After the main meeting, toe 
Sena tor was scheduled to spend 
a few minutes with toe fellows of 
Calhoun College. But his staff, 
not liking the feel of toe campus 
situation, simply led him away. 
I hasten to record that he did not 
himself funk the appearance at 
Calhoun— he wasn’t even aware 
of it (he told me over the 
telephone).

One effect of such deception 
was to help ruin a good thing: 
productivity per manhour went, 
down, prices went up, inflation 
caught hold, the government 
forced a slowdown, layoffs 
began . 
The country is now being 
forced to recognize the em­ 
barrassing and dangerous fact 
that the productivity gains of the 
American worker, on average, 
fell to less 'than one per cent Last 
year, or about one-quarter of the 
average postwar rate. 
Absenteeism wasn't the only 
cause, of course. There were' 
many other factors, among 
them: 
—Industry was forced to 
employ marginal workers in, 
order to keep pace with the 
boom. Their skills were few. 


their output below average. 
—Management became lax in 
its habits and permitted all sorts 
of 
costly 
Inefficiencies 
to 
develop. 
Some managements 
were not innovative. They failed 
to develop technology and 
rn.eto.ods. that would have im­ 
proved productivity. 
—Secure in the knowledge 
that, their skills were' tradeable, 
workers felt free to change jobs 
frequently. During their periods 
of adaptation, their skills were 
lost to' both the old and the new 
employer. 
One result of this slackening in 
the rate of productivity was to 
put 
both 
worker 
and 
management on a treadmill. 
Despite higher sales, corporate 
profits ceased to keep pace. 
Because of higher prices, pay 
mcreases evaporated. 
No matter bow many reasons 
are given, for the declining rate 
of productivity absenteeism 
must be high among them. A 
report by Morgan Guaranty 
Trust notes nonagriculture 
absenteeism Last year was 77 
per cent higher than in 1991

'Fafdogs' Decision Draws Fire 
Of Consumer Organization

WASHINGTON 
CAP) — A 


Nixon administration decision 
against disclosing the brand 
name of "fat" hotdogs has 
drawn the fire of a consumer 
spokesman who says processors 
are hiding behind bureaucratic 
skirts. 


"Maybe I believe in the free 


enterprise system more than the 
administration," said Erma 
Angevine, executive director of 
the Consumer Association of 
America. 


"I say put 'em in line and let 


them compete in the open 
market and let the consumer 
decide," she said. 


Mrs. Angevine's comments 


followed the refusal Monday of 


the Agriculture Department to 
list the names of meat packers 
charged under a new federal 
regulation to keep the fat con- 
tent of hotdogs and other cooked 
sausages to a minimum of 30 per 
cent. 


Until last October 23 when the 


30 per cent limit went into effect, 
there was no federal maximum 
on the amount of fat in hotdogs. 
Experts said during hearings 
last June the fat proportion 
ranged as high as 50 per cent in 
some varieties 
of cooked 


sausages. 


The Agriculture Department, 


which administers federal meat 
regulations, announced Monday 
after repeated requests by 
newsmen that the fat content of 
sausages during 
the first 


quarter of 1970 averaged 28.5 per 
cent. 


But the department refused to 


identify 
the 
names 
of 


manufacturers "There may be 
trade 
secret 
information 


available in some of these," one 
official said. "We determined 
that it would be unfair, really, 
since we obtained these by 
reason 
of our 
regulatory 


authority." 


Mrs. Angevine, who spoke for 


one of the nation's leading 
consumer groups, said while the 
department's announcement 
was a "step in the right direc- 
tion," it "doesn't give the 
consumer any information. If 
anything, it leads consumers 
into believing their problems 
have

solved."
